VENICE SENDS BEAUTIFUL LACES. 


Light and Delicate Fabrics Worth Many 
Times Their Weight in Gold. 

Venice, the thousand-isled, is prepared to 

resume its olden supremacy in one of the 


most ancient of arts. Back in the middle 


ages the filmy fabrics of the Venetian lace 
makers were famous throughout Europe, but 
gradually lace making became a lost art, and 
in 1870 there were but five women in Venice 
who knew the secréts of the dainty trade. 
Since that time, however, the old industry has 
been revived, and today a single Venetian firm 
employs more than 4,000 women constantly. 
For the Columbian Exposition the lace 
makers of Venice have prepared an exhibit 
which they confidently claim will give again 
to the Queen of the Adriatic its former pesi- 
tion of preéminence. . 

In the as. yet unfinished Italian section in 
Manufactures Building there stands a high 
pavilion, whose véry columns have taken the 
form of delicate lace work, and on the roof of 
which are figures representing the women of 
Venice working with their needles on the 
famous Venetian point. This is the Venetian 
lace housé, which will be thrown open to pub- 
lic inspection during the present week. About 
the walls and in cases in the interior of the 
building are displayed specimens of every 
variety of Venetian lace and needlework. 
There are cobwebby fabrics ranging in price 
from two cents to $400a yard. There are 
great pieces of rose point as soft and delicate 


‘as a spider’s web, scarfs and veils of old 


Venetian point fit for the bridal of a Princess, 
and fans and lace handkerchiefs which would 
drive a woman to frenzy. A ‘novelty in lace 
work is the polygram pattern, done in many 
colors with the most delicate shadings and 
used almost exclusively. for screens and ban- 
ners. 

‘One great case is entirely filled with lace 
bedspreads. Some of the more expensive are 
valued at $1,000 each, and are done in rococo 
point laced with blue and gold ribbons and 
embroidered by hand in gold and silver. A 
single firm now employs a thousand men in 
this line of work alone. 

A remarkable thing about the lacemakers 
of Venice is that the women who do even the 
finest and most difficult pieces are content to 
work for 15 or 16 cents a day, and the retail 
price made by the lacemakers is based on the 
estimate of 20 cents for each day’s work on 
the piece. In this way it is easy to tell just 
how long it has.taken the patient lacemakers 
to complete a given piece. Thus if 
a lace scarf be sold for $25 by a reputable 
dealer in Venice it may be estimated 
that 125 days’ labor has been egiven 
to its construction. 

The contents of this lace-house in the Ital- 
ian section are valued at more than $40,000, 
and from the splendid veil patterned exactly 
after that worn by Maria Louisa, Empress of 
the French, to the most modern and inex- 
pensive bit of edging it will interest and ex- 
vite the attention of every woman who may 
come within sight.

The Congress Closes Amid Enthusiasm at 
Washington Hall—Good Addresses. 


For the meeting of the General Congress 
last night Washington Hall was thronged and 
people were turned away from both the down- 
stairs and gallery entrances. The attraction 
was principally Susan B. Anthony, But pre- 
ceding her many eminent women ‘addressed 
the large multitude. The chief topic was the 
organization among wonfen as an instrument 
in promoting their interests in a number of 
different phases of life. It was one of the 
most enthusiastic meetings that has been held 
during the congress. 

Mrs. Mary Spaulding Brown presided over 
the session, and in a few introductory remarks 
regarding the week’s session of the congress 
said the women had again come together and 
studied each other from all parts of the world. 
They had come together as sisters—and now 
were sisters more ever. The week’s con- 
vention had, she said, demonstrated the fact 
that they had worked together and had ac- 
complished much. 

She then introduced Mrs. Harriette A. 
Keyser, President of the Worxingwoman’s 
Union of New York, who delivered an able 
address on the “ Organization Among Women 
as an Instrument in. Promoting the Interests 
of Industry.”” She was strongly in favor of 
women organizing and having unions in all 
branches of industry. In the course of her 
remarks Mrs. Keyser said: 

Organization is a great force of nature and so- 
ciety. The foremost thinkers in economics be- 
lieve o ization the best medium for employ- 
ers, employés, and the public. Women, as a 
class, are not organized for industrial reform, 
although there are some powerful organizations. 
The saleswomen in our great cities need organiza- 
tion.

To the Royal British Nurses’ iation be- 
longs the credit of first dra attention to the 
irregularities that must arise m.the employ- 
ment of untrained nurses of the sick. ere is a 
moral aspect of nursing as well as a professional 
one, which imposes a grave responsibility on the 
heads of training schools. A woman on comple- 
tion of her training is either a good deal 
better or a 1 deal worse than 
when she commenced it. The process has been 
either a hardening or a purify one. She has 
taken of the tree of knowledge good or evil.

There was an interesting scene when the 
venerable Dr. Paton, the distinguished mis- 
sionary, and representatives from the Evan- 
gelica] Churches of Switzerland and France 
were introduced to the assembly. A 
strong and impressive appeal was made in 
one of the regular reports for a proper 
provision as a right, not a charity, for thesup- 
port of aged ministers of the church, and there 
was every indication that among other things 
this assembly will do will be the establish- 
ment of a system which will provide support, 
without question, to men who have served the 
chureb faithfully, Another matter touched 
upon, but«which was not acted upon, was 
that of defining the relations of deacons and 
trustees in such a manner as to prevent what 
the outsiders might designate as church rows 
over the music and other matters with which 
the management of churches have to deal. 
Inall these matters no doctrinal questions 
wete involved, and the spectator who went in 
hoping to see some greut divines pitted to- 
gether in ecclesiastical combat probably 
yawned a little and stole out of the gallery 
when opportunity offered. 

Senator Gorman was a spectator, but he 
occupied a seat on the platform and courtesy 
prevented his stealing away, so he made the 
bestof it and seemed to take much interest 
in the statistics about r ministers and other 
reports submitted. The assembly will prob- 
ably take no more holidays. Next week will 
be a busy one and before it is ended some 
questions of the gravest import to the church 
will have come up. 


Report on Young People’s Societies. 


Among the interesti reports submitted 
was that of the Special Committee on Young 
People’s Societies, consisting of the Rev. C. 
Monfort and Robert J. Service and Elder 
John Holliday, appointed in accordance with 
the overture from the Presbytery of Zanes- 
ville aski for a model constitution for 
young people’s societies in the Presbyterian 
Church, which 1 secure uniformity of or- 
ganization in harmony with the church pol- 
icy. The committee said: 

We do not believe that uniformity of organiza- 
tion in harmony with our church polity is to be 
attained by the adoption of one constitution by 
all local youre people's societies. Such socie- 
ties, like Sabbath-schools, are a part of the 
church machinery, and their conduct should be 
left to the church. Wehave no denominational 
model to which all our Sunday-schools must con- 
form. The school is under the care of the ses- 
sion and may be adapted in constitution and 
operation to the needs of the field. So it should 
be with the Young People’s Society. Those who 
are in authority on the ground and know the 
peculiar needs of the field should bave discretion 
as to forms met . We question whether 
a uniform constitution, even if cordially accep 
by all the societies as a substitute for those they 
now have, would be an advantage. 

The committee said, however, that uni- 
formity is desirable in the recognition by the 
societies of subjection to the session of the 
church and work to educate membersin the 
doctrines, polity, history. and present activi- 
ties of the church. Societies thus organized 
and working should have the counsel and help 
of the church, Uniformity of organization 
the committee said, is ‘more desirable an 
practicable in rian than local so- 
cieties. The’ name ‘“ Presb ial Union”’ 
seemed to the committee to be well chosen, 
and a form of constitution for such organiza- 
tions was submitted with the report. 

In connection with the report the com- 
mittee presented a series of resolutions com- 
mending the work of the pe Rye sede 80- 
cieties, recommending that members 
inform themselves in regard to missionary 
and other agencies of the church; that presby- 
teries appoint standing committees on young 
people’s societies; and that presbyterial or- 

tions of young people be formed 
wherever expedient. ' 

The committees on bills and overtures, 
through the Rev. E. P. Whallon, secretary, 
recommended a distribution of overtures sent 
from the various ea haan among the sev- 
eral committees, which was approved. 


- Support for Aged M‘nisters. 

The Rev. Charles L. Thompson, Chairman 
of the Committee on Ministerial Relief, re- 
ported recommending the approval of the 
minutes of the board for the last year. The 
Presbyterian Church, said the report, put no 
premium upon old age in the ministry, the 
average amount a to the families of the 
aged and infirm clients of the board being but 
$211 a year. Although an improvement upon 
the work of the past, the church can and 
should do inuch more. There are now on the 
rolis of the board 722 persons, 57 of whom 
certify that they absolutely need $300 a year 
—the maximum amount allowed ‘to a single 
family; the others are content with less. The 
total disbursements of the board in the year 
were $152,492, all. of which were provided 
for. Contributions from the churches were 
$5,030 less than in the previous year, 3,581 
churches making no contribution to this fund. 

It is fortunate, said the report, that the 
board has sucha large permanent fund, but 
all boards of the church must depend for 
proper support upon the contributions of liv- 
ing members, not the accumulations of its 
dead saints. In conclusion, the committee 
recommended the adoption by the assembly 
of resolutions urging the shuvelicn and elders 
to an increasing interest in the work of the 
board, and the re-election of the trustees of 
the home for aged ministers at Perth Amboy, 
whose terms expire this year. The report was 
received and its recommendations adopted. 

Dr. Thompson called to the notice of the 
assembly the Downing Home of Milwaukee, 
the gift of a generous resident. 

Before the adoption of the recommendations 
of the committee, the Rev. Mr. Leftwich, a 
blind minister of Baltimore, made an impas- 
sioned appeal totheassembly for,aconstruc- 
tion of the basis upon which the work of the 
boatd is conducted. It should be, he said, 
placed upon the rock of eternal justice. The 
superannuated worker for God was entitled toa 
comfortable income from the church he had 
served. But until it is backed bya sense of 
moral obligation, the discharge of the duty of 
the church to its needy ministers will be done 
inefficiently and unsatisfactorily. 


Contrel of Church Music. 


The Rev. John Fox, D. D., Chairman of 
the special Committee on Methods of Man- 
agement of Church Temporalities, presented 
its report. The committee recommended a 
change in the form of government looking to 
a system of management rather 
than that of trustees, which is extraconstitu- 
tional and oftentimes leads toa condition of 
things in opposition to the teachings of the 
church, and from which there is no relief ex- 
cept by appeal to the civil courts. The com- 
mittee further recommended that in the mean- 
time the following deliverance be made by 
the General Assembly : 

The General Assembly takes notice that there 
are frequent complaints that trustees of congre- 
gations assume powers and authority, especially 
over music the use of church buildings, 
which are notjwarranted by but in conflict with the 
constitution of the church. The assembly rong rr

CONSIDER IT NOT A MONOPOLY, 


Paving Representatives Confer with Mr. 
Kraus About the Barber Concern, 

Volney W. Foster, President of the Western 
Paving and Supply company; A. W. Maltby, 
director, and E. R, Cox, attorney for the Bar- 
ber Asphalt company; Andrew Jacks of the 
Standard Asphalt company, and others, 
labored for nearly an hour with the Corpora- 
tion Counsel yesterday afternoon to convince 
him that the Barber Asphalt company has 
not a monopoly of laying ashpha]t pavements 
in this city. Jan. 23 an ordinance was passed 
by the City Council for the improvement of 
certain streets with pavftg cement prepared 
from pure Trinidad asphaltum, obtained from 
the pitch or Asphalt Lake on the Island of 
Trinidad. The improvement was to be 
paid for by assessment, and 
the Commissioner of Public Works 
was directed to advertise for bids. The 
Commissioner informed the Corporation 
Counsel that the Asphalt Lake was owned by 


| one company and that one party had sole 


control of it for the United States and that it 
was therefore a monopoly. He asked what 
he should do about letting the contract. The 
Barber Asphalt company, the Western Paving 
and Supply company, and the Permudez 
Asphalt Paving company all submitted bids, 
but Commissioner Jones held thatall these 
firms were in reality but one. 

On these facts Corporation Counsel Kraus 
prepared an elaborate opinion to show that 
the ordinance on which bids were solicited 
is void, as a city cannot let a contract toa 
monopoly. The opinion first sets forth the

NO MONEY IN GLUCOSE PRODUCTION. 


It Costs More to Make Sirup than the 
Goods Sell For. 

While the mystery which surrounds the 
explosion at Pope’s Glucose factory at Geneva 
remains uncleared, the event has aroused an 
interest in the present condition of the indus- 
try which has resulted in the disclosure of the 
following facts: There has been a war among 
the glucose men during the last two years. 
Dr. Firmenich of the nhattan works, who 
is the father of the glucose business in this 
country, said in an interview published two 
years ago that there was then no money in 
the business and also that it cost 25 cents a 
bushel to manufagture the corn into glucose 
or sirup. Sirup is now selling in Chicago at 
$1.42 a hundred. Cornis worth 48 cents a 
bushel, and aa it-takes three bushels of corn to 
produce 100 pounds of glucose it follows that 
the cost to manufacture the goods and pay for 
the corn is $2.04 a hundred, showing a loss at 
present prices of 62 cents on every hundred 
pounds manufactured. As there are used in 
glucose manufactories a the United States 
80,000 bushels of corn daily the question is 
who is paying the loss on this expensive 
sweetening. Norman B. Ream, one of the 
most eminent financiers and owner of the 
large glucose works in Rockford, I1l., saw the 
conflict ahead and closed his works.

Huxley’s Cosmic Progress. | 

Hurxley’s lecture on evolution and ethics, 
the second of the new Romanes founda tion at 
Oxford, attracts more attention than any 
other philosophic discourse of the last dozen 
years. As the foremost living exponent of 
evolution it excites commentators to find 
him, so to speak, rounding on his own foster 
child and drawing a deep line between the sur- 
vival of the fitiest and survival of the best. 
Huxley’s present attitude toward evolution 
(he calls it cosmic progress) does not differ 
much in spirit from. Carlyle’s famous defini- 
tion as a canister full of worms wriggling to- 
ward the surface,and quite frankly admits 
that the nicest ones are not inevitably on top. 
Against processes of the cosmic progress, so 
exact, artistic, and beautiful, the lecturer 
weighs the attempts of that ethical animal— 
man—to alter and modify them, and names 
this immaterial warfare civilization. The 
whole lecture was dazzling with a wealth of 
learned analogies and charming conceits. It is

Itself Sufficient. 

Koxomo, Ind., May 20.—[Special. ]|—Chica- 
go consumers of Indiana natural gas need 
have no fears 6f a failure of the supply of the 
fuel. A circumstance illustrating the stability 
of the product was demonstrated at this end 
of the pipe line this week. The company, in 
constructing the line, established three pump- 
ing stations, one here, one at Winamac, and 
one at Hammond. In éxperimenting with the 
pumps recently the company made the discov- 
ery that the pumping system, put in at an ex-

Molding in wax is the most delicate and ex- 
act molding is wn and enables the 
artist to preserve every vine and flower and 
filament of vegetation, and every pore of the 
skin in a statue of the hurman body. The wax 
process consists of making a negative mold in 
cement from the wax figure,.and then remov- 
ing the wax by the application of heat. On 
the same principle runners through which 
the meltéd bronze is to be poured into the 
negative and vents through which hot air and 
vapors of wax are to escape are provided. 
When the statue has been cast the négative is 
broken away from it, and the bronze casting 
is so perfect and minute that the slightest 
touch of the artist's finger on the wax model 
reappears faithfully in the bronze. 


The Apotheosis of Lace. 


Belgium is famous for its laces and its lace- 
makers, who have their headquarters at Brus- 
sels. The ladies will expect, therefore; a grand 
display of laces’in the Beigium exhibit, and 
they will not be disappointed. Three or four 
of the leading manufacturers of Brussels have 
booths, in which everything in this line that 
is rare, costly, and bewitching may be seen. 
The pieces exhibited, some large and some 
small,-are so mueh finer and more beautiful 
than are ordinarily seen that they might be 
regarded asthe apotheosis of lace. No de- 
signs were ever so rich and varied, and no 
lace was éver so airy, gossamer-like, and di- 
vine, They look like phantasm in thread or a 
dream in méshes. 

Made in the Farm Houses. 

Mr. St. Martin, who has one of these dis- 
plays in charge, gave a reporter some inter- 
esting facts with reference to lacemaking in 
Belgium. Most people will be surpri to 
learn that the gorgeous fabrics are not made 
in a factory, but by the farm-women, scat- 
tered all over Belgium, at their own homes. 
Every great lace-merchant has a factory with 
perhaps twenty-five women operatives, who 
fill special orders, and who join and group the 
work of the others: but it has about 500 
farm-girls who work for itand make the great 
bulk of the laces. These poor girls milk the 
cows or till the fields from morning to night 
and then make a little patch of lace before 
they go to bed. 

The Brussels manufacturer furnishes them 
with designs and with the thread and they do 
the: rest, mostly with the needle, Agents of 
the house travel through the country all 
the time, giving out and taking up work. 

amount of lace that one of 
these girls can make in an evening, after the 
milking, without interfering with sparking, 
varies, according to the character of the de- 
sign, from one square inch to four square 
inches, and her earnings generally amount to 
from 15 to 20 cents. Those who work all 
day in the factories at Brussels earn about $1 
a + hes It is a singular thing that they never 
complete a whole pattern. Each girl makes 
a little patch of a design and all the patches 
are taken to the factery in Brussels, where 
they are put together so deftly that no one can 
ever discover the joinings. 

One wonders, of course, how girls whd have 
to toil on farms ever learn such a difficult 
and artistic style of work; and the answer is 
that the skill has become traditional. Certain 
families for centuries, perhaps, have devoted 
themselves to the making of a certain kind of 
lace, and the se@ret and “the skill: of the 
trade are handed down from mother to 
daughter. The. ladies, if there are any, 
who cannot enjoy birds on their bonnets, be- 
cause of the cruelty inflicted, would have a 
holy horror of a piece of lace if they could 
only realize the grinding, unremunerated toil 
of woman which every inch of it represents. 

Some Marvels of Wood Carving. 

On the right hand front of the Belgian 
hibit is the artistic pavilion of F. 
Brussels, with its ceils of circling cupids 
chasing a flock of swans. Here the visitor may 
see a rare and beautiful collection of parlor 
and dining-room furniture, in the style of 
Louis XIV. and Louis XVI., in gothic and in 
renaissance. All are made of black walnut 
and idaded down with curious carvings. Some 
china-closets are elegant combinations of 
black walnut and giass.- The dining-room 
pieces, nai sideboards, in gothic and re- 
naissance are marvels of wood carving.

Beauties in Fowling Pieces. 


In the exhibit is a large lot of shot-guns 
that will excite the ag every sportsinan 
that inspects them. y have one, two, or 
three barrels,as one may choose. Some of 
the two-barreled and three-barreled guns have 
one barrel rified for a bulet and the other 
smooth for shot. The result is that the hunts- 
man can go loaded for bear and for snipe at 
the same time. In connection with the shot- 
— there are exhibits that explain how the 

elicate tracery on these gun-barrels is pro- 

uced. ch gun-barrel is made by wrapping 
a ribbon of metal around an iron rod and ‘aft- 
erward welding its edges. together. This rib- 
bonis made of two, ‘three, or four small 
square rods, some of iron and some of steel 
welded t«q¢ether. In some cases these small 
rods are .wisted before welding, and twisted 
in different ways. When the barrel is 
made and polished it is then ped in an 
acid, which eats the iron and steel unequally, 
and so produces all the wonderful tracery 
that isso much admired. This process is de- 


signed primarily, however, to produce greater 
steungth: and the tracery is almost incidental. 


Pistols for All Classes. 


The pistols in this collection are a particu- 
larly sad feature, as they are intended en- 
ti for killing human beings, in time of 
peace, and are got up in quantity and 
variety as show conclusively the widespread 
and growing popularity of this amusement. 
There are wee bit pistols, small pistols, heavy 
pistols, t long pistols, dueling Somme 


pistols for $100. elegant and 
costly dueling pistols ‘in particular 
are sad to look upon, as a proof that veneer 
is still in vogue, and still gives the gunsmit 
profitable employment. The men in attend- 
ance explained that while Belgium exported 
a great many fowling pieces to the United 
States they were only inferior goods. 

It does not look as if a lot of rope could ex- 
cite much interest in an ordinary visitor, but 
the rope exhibit of F. Vermeire-Hellebout of 
Hamme is never passed unnoticed.

Beautiful Block Marble Mantel. 


Marbles also are not regarded as a novel or 
are ge thing to look at, but no .one who 
visits the Belgian exhibit should skip the dis- 
play of L. Evrard-Higot, off in a corner of 
the pavilion. One ofthe finest things he ex- 
hibits isa carved mantel in jet-black ivory. 
There probably never was anything so per- 
fectly black and so P codgo ny. beautiful, the 
contrast between the dull black of the elabor- 
ate carving and the luster of the polished sur- 
faces producing an effect of matchless ele- 
gance and beauty. 

If any one thinks that the, art of working 
iron into fantastic and béautiful shapes is 
confined to the manufacturers of Ambruester’s 
great gates in the German exhibit he will have 
to revise his opinion after he beholds the ex- 
hibit of Prosper Schryus of Brussels. It is small, 
consisting of only half a dozen small pieces 
hung up against the wall and coveriaga space 
six feet square. But theartis as well illus- 
trated here as it could be in a place a mile 
square. The pieces consist of panels, brackets, 
vines, flowers, and birds, all of which are 
beaten out of iron by hand with the same 
fidelity and accuracy that are ordinarily seen 
in bronzes or jewelry. As one looks upon 
these articles he is ready to inquire whether 
the lost wax process has not been applied to 
iron also. 

In a beautiful temple-like booth in the cen- 
ter ofthe pavilion one may see a dazzling 
array of tiles of a different sort from those 
exhibited in front by Bocl§Fréres. That is to 
say, it contains a gorgeous set of soft hats ex- 
hibited by Laville, Petit, and Crespin of Brus- 
sels, I+ is faint praise to say that nothing 
could be finer. When one runs his hand over 
them they are so soft dnd silky that he can 
hardly believe they are felt; and as to the 
colors, the exhibiter has to explain that the 
colors are designed simply to show what the 
manufacturer can do in that line. For they 
are every shade of green, red, blue, yel- 
low, and purple, as well as black, and could 
not be worn in public places without creating 
ariot. They are, however, just the en for 
the tennis-lawn, the pleasure party, and the 
seashore. The firm also makes hats for peo- 
ple of a different climate, and in their show- 
case is a black sugar-loaf sombrero, with 
broad brim, the silver hatband of which cost 
$50, not to speak of the broad silver binding 
on the brim. 


Even Ready-Made Clothing. 


Nothing in all this collection will excite 
more adiviration and approval than.a large 
line of ready-made clothi for men and 
children. At the risk of leading the Chicago 
people to break into the showcase it must 
stated the prices pinned on these suits afte the 
reverse of those attached to the laces, and 
different from the prices paid for clothing in 
this partof the world. The clothing looks 
fine enough for any one to wear, and yet the 
prices per suit range from $1.50 to $4.50, 
which is hardly enough to purchase a hat, o. a 
ticket to a concert, at American prices. The 
exhibiters are Van buggenhout, Son & Co. 

There are numerous other exhibits which 
are of the deepest interest but which do not 
ome description. L. H. Darimont & Bro. 
exhibit a gorgeous line of trouserings which 
has already n bought up entire by a Chi- 
cago house. Thierpont & Son exhibita simi- 
larly magnificent array of linens, which also 
has found a purchaser in this city. The dis- 
play of zine work and zinc oxides by the 

ieille-Montague zine works is one of great 
practical value. A. Dellatre, a naturalist and 
taxidermist, has a showcase containing stuffed 
specimens of all the Belgian birds. . The 
Société Anonyme des Glaces de Chatfleroi 
exhibits some splendid plate glass, and Vaxe- 
laire-Claes & Co. will delight the ladies with 
their showcase filled with resplendent ladies’ 
costumes,

SHOWS A MODEL LIGHTHOUSE. 


F. Barbier’s Remarkable Exhibition in the 
Electricity. Building. 

F. Barbier of Paris is making an exhibit in 
Electricity Building that will give visitors an 
insight into lighthouse construction and op- 
eration quite beyond anything they ever saw 
before. 

In the center of his spaee Mr. Barbier has 
erected a model lighthouse of the first order 
with four immense lenses, each containing 


eight interior and as many exterior panels of 


glasstwo and a half inches thick. These 
lenses, egg-shaped, are six feet high by 
three feet broad, and throw a light that 
can be seen under favorable. cirtum- 
stances a distance of 200 miles. The 
object, however, that attracts most 
attention is a stationery lens eight feet 
square made to set in front of the revolving 
tower and thus insure to the mariner a steady 
stream of light. It is a wonderful and in- 
teresting piece of work. The big light burns 

troleum, mixed with mercury. Mr, 
Barbier shows several small models of various 
kinds, among them a new invention for an 
electric lighthouse. This exhibit is ut the 
north end of the building and directly in 
front of the main entrance, The first thing 
that strikes the visitor’s eye is that enormous 
lens. It gives a glaring reflection.

Thursday next the men who are now hard 
at work upon the French section in the Manu- 


return fo France. In the afternoon of that 
day the section will be inaugurated, and vis- 
itors,will no longer have to climb over huge 
_ Cases or wend their way in the dust to gain a 
view of the magnificent exhibits that have 
been shipped from France. About 2 o’clock 
that afternoon the French marines will fall in 
line, and M. Krantz, the Commissioner-Gen- 
eral from France, assisted by Consul-General 
M. Ed. Bruwaert, _Vice-Consul M. Verstraete, 
the numerous attachés to the Commissioner, 
and the Secretaries of the French Consulate 
will welcome all those who receive a special 
invitation. The French section will be imme- 
diately thrown open to the public. There will 
be no special ceremonies. The cornet of the 
marines will play a few notes as he did May 1 
when President Cleveland remained a few 
moments in front of the French section, but 
there will be no speeches. Thursday is the 
day appointed for the ceremonies, and it is 
renga everything will be in readiness by 
n. 

The main object the architects had in view 

) in building this section was that of giving the 

exhibiters, their countrymen, plenty of room 
to make a grand display. The central en- 
trance, which conducts the visitor into the sa- 
lon @’honneur, is the only opening of which 
the exhibiters have been deprived, and even 
that has been reduced to its smallest limits.

sterdam and Moscow. M. Motte is an artist 
to his fingers’ ends, and in addition to his 
work in the Manufactures Building his name 
is to be seen at the foot of one of the largest 
canvases in the French annex’ of the Fine 
Arts Building, “‘ Circe changing the compan- 
ions of Ulysses into swine.”’ 

M. Jacques Hermant, an architect of the 
City of Paris, did the decoration of two large 
salons on either side of the salon d’honneur. 
But the decorations of the staircase leading to 
the Department of Liberal Arts are due to M. 
René Dubuisson. 

In the Classical Style. 

In his work M. Dubuisson has adhered to the 
Corinthian, but in many cases has modernized, 
& la Garnier, to the classical style, His caria- 
tides, visible in all openings, bring about a 
happy effect, inasmuch ag _ theg, tly 
diminish the large openings.

exhibits from France, the architects and deco- 

rators decided to furnish their own roofs or 
coverings. 'To add to the beauty this effect is

As one enters the first room the general per- 
vading tone is yellow; the vestibule that leads 
from itis of a bluish tint. Red is the domi- 
nating tone of the main room, whilst in the 
rear, in the bronze exposition, the eye rejoices 
ina vision of soft green. succession of 
these colors in tints most agreeable and har- 
monious to the eye is of most happy effect 
and enhances considerably the beauty of the 
interior of the French section. 

In the bronze department are h paint- 
ings of different industrial cities of France, 
the personages being dressed in the styles 
particular to — parts of the country. Over 
the dome at the entrance to the section are in- 
scribed in gold letters the names of the eight 
biggest cities of France. On either side of 
the high Corinthian pillars are two decora- 
tive panels by Henri Motte. That 
side of the sechon facing north 
which is set aside for the furniture 
and furnishing goods exhibits will be sur- 
mounted by a number of oriflammes and 
standards and an immense escutcheon on 
which are inscribed the words: * Liberty, 
Equality, Fraternity.” 

The staircase leading up to the French sec- 
tion of the Liberal Arts is decorated with im- 
mense panels, and up-stairs in the section set 
aside to the City of Lyons is to be 
seen an immense allegorical picture 
representing Lyons and t two rivers, 
le Rhone and la Sedne, on which it is situated.

WILSON “BUNKOES” INSPECTOR HUNT. 


Some Amusing Facts Said to Be Contained 
in an Affidavit Supt. McClaughry Has. 
At the very gates of the World’s Fair and 
within a block of the Woodlawn Police Sta- 
tion an organized gang of -confidence men, 
bunko steerers, pickpockets, and all ardund 
crooks is enjoying a veritable paradise. They 
are no newcomers; every man has a Chicago 
and some an international record, they have 
been arrested times out of number by Central 
officers, yet in the Woodlawn district they ply 
their calling apparently unmolested by In- 
spector Hunt’s men. 
Here is a list of a few of the men seen around 
Fitzgerald’s dollar store on Sixty-third street 
Thursday and Friday. They. have been seen 
in the police courts often: 
“Bie Ed” Rice, Ed Hennessy,

Taene was a smal! reaction in the New York 
stock market yesterday, as a whole the 
market presented a firm front. The local 
market was again firmer and there was 
a good demand for investment stocks. 
The New York bank statement was 
an extremely favorable one.

were dull and devoid of essentially new feat- 
tures, cereals ruling lower while provisions

at 640,000, against 959,000 for the corre- 
sponding period last year. 


DEFEAT THE HYGEIA ORDINANCE. 

It does not follow that the Hygeia ordinance 
will be placed on file by the Council because 
the Committee on Fire and Water has decided 
by a large majority to recommend such 
action. It was a tactical blunder—as Ald. 
Tripp, who is opposed to the ordinance, ac- 
knowledges—to consider the ordinance” in 
committee. It might have been postponed 
until such time as its promoters would not 
think it prudent to urge its passage. As mat- 
ters stand now, the hostile report will bring 
the ordinance before the Council for action. 
The supporters of the measure intend to pre 
senta minority report favoring the passage 
of the ordinance, and to press for its adop- 
tion. The opponents of the measure there- 
fore must be prepared for a stiff fight. 

The ordinance is utterly bad and has hardly 
a redeeming feature. It was drafted by the at- 
torney of the water corporation. Ite title is 
misleading, and intended to besuch. It is 
not proposed by the company to supply Hy- 
geia water. The ordinance merely provides 
that it shall be mineral water from the springs 
of Southern Wisconsin. It may be from Fox 
Lake or some other body of water just north 
of the Illinois boundary line. It even then 
may be mingled with Illinois water. There is 
no limitation as to price in the ordinance as it 
stands. Thereis no restriction as to the use 
of the water. It may be used for power. 
Under the operation of the ordinance a high- 
pressure system may be established. It pro- 
poses to set up a system in competition with 
the city system, to establish a class water sys- 
tem, and to tear up the streets and alleys of 
the business section of Chicago so as to enable 
a number of Kansas City speculators to float 
bonds and exploit their company. It has not 
a redeeming feature. 

How can any honest Alderman vote for this 
ordinance? Ald. Bartine says that all. the 
newspapers in the city excepting Tuz Turscne 
favor the ordinance. Thatis not true. Tux 
Txuipunz is not alone in its opposition; but 
Tue Trisune would oppose it even if it stood 
Rlone, The News and Record and the Times 
have opposed the ordinance. The other daily 
papers, with one or two exceptions, have not 
favored it. The ordinance ought to be placed 
on file tomorrow night. A of the names 
of those Aldermen who go on record in favor 
of it will be carefully made and they will be 

reminded of their unfaithfulness to their con- 
stituents at the proper time. 


THE MYSTERY OF THEIR DEATHS. 

Three weeks ago Rochl and Pallister, two 
murderers who were awaiting electrocution at 
Sing Sing, surprised and - overpowered two of 
the keepersand made their escape. It was 
the opinion of many at the time, and still is, 
that they could not huve got off without collu- 
sion on the part of some of the guards. Asa 
boat was found adrift down the river it was 
assumed at first that the men had been able 
to use it to cross the Hudson, although the 
night was a very stormy one. At once people 
began, writing in from all quarters to say that 
they had seen persons answering the descrip- 
tion of the two men skulking along the roads. 

In a few days, however, Roehl’s body was 
found floating in the river. He had a bullet 
wound in his head and the skull .was fractured 
asif by a blow withaclub or oar. Then it 
was assumed that Pallister had killed his com- 
rade, judging that the chances of escape 
would be better forone man than for two: 
But last week Pallister’s body was also found 
in the Hudson, and he too had a bullet wound 
in the head, which was the cause of death. 
The epinion of the physicians was that he died 
before entering the water, the lungs being in- 
flated. The revdlver taken by him from one 
of the guards was in his pocket with all the 
chambers loaded and could not have been 
used by him to kill Roehl. Furthermore it 
was not likely that the first thing two men 
just outside of the prison walls would do 
would be to murder one another. 

One hypothesis which has been put forward 
is that these bodies which have been taken 
from the river are not those of the men who 
escaped, and that the prison authorities have 


either that the fugitives, thinking they are be- 
lieved to be dead, may not be so much on 
their guard, op in order to make the public 
fancy that the bad management of the prison 
which made it possible for these men to get 
away has been to some extent atomed for by 
the recapture of their bodies. There seems to 
be absolutely no room for doubt in the ease 
of Pallister at least. His mother and lawyer 
identified him. Hehad on a prison suit of 
clothes, and the tattoo marks on his wrists 
were recognizable. He also had the guard’s 
revolver. It must be taken for granted that 
the two men were murdered after their escape 
from Sing Sing, and the question is who did 
it? 

The Chief of Police of Philadelphia has a 
theory which is not without plausibility. At 
the time of the escape it was reported that one 
of the mep had friends with money which they 
were fospend to save his life; and 
| aces connected with the 
two keepers and the exit of the 
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this. There have been cases which are in line 
with the Chief's theory. If a guard dues com- 


- mit such a breach of trust the surest way to 


cover it up is to dispose of the person who in 
the event of his recapture might testify against 
him. An outsider would not be likely to 
venture to confess that he had bribed a prison 
officer, A recaptured convict might talk with 
much more frankness. 

The theory of the Chief of Police may be the 


f true one, but it is likely to remain a theory. 


If any of the guards are guilty it is not 
to be expected that they will confess. If 
friends of the prisoners did plot to effect their 
escape it is not probable that they will venture 
to come forward and say so. As the deaths of 
Roehl and Pallister anticipated but by a few 
days the execution of the death sentence no 
serious attempt will be made to find out who 
murdered them. The mystery may remain 
one forever. 


FAITHFUL TO JEFF DAVIS. 

The junior Democratic organ feared that one 
effect of the removal of the remains of Jeffer- 
son Davis from New Orleans to Richmond 
and their solemn burial therein a city se- 
lected because it was the capital of the Con- 
federate States, might be to injure its party 
in the North. Therefore it tried to throw 
cold water on this popular demonstration, 
which it said was organized merely by a few 
sickly sentimentalists and putrid reminis- 
cences. Tus Trrsunz, knowing wel] the in- 
correctness of this assertion, said that— 

The [Jefferson Davis] funeral program will be 
carried out fully and heartily, for it does not rep- 
resent the ideas of a few enthusiasts and senti- 
mentalists but the deep, sincere feelings of dhe 
mass of the people of the Southern States. The 
remains of Jeff Davis will be greeted with as 
much affection as were those of Napoleon when 
they were removed from St. Helena to Paris. 

Commenting on this the Richmond Dispatch 
says: 

This paragraph is true. 

The Southern people made an honest fight for 
independence under an honest leader, and they 
are neither ashamed of their cause nor of him 
who was the head of their government.

There is one thing, howeyer, which these 
Southern papers do not explain, and that is 
why they are so fond of talking of their “ ga)- 
lant fight”’ and their “lost cause’ so long 
after the fight was ended and the cause 
smashed. During the War of the Revolution 
there were a large number of persons, espe- 
cially in the Carolinas and Georgia, who 
obeyed the dictates of their consciences and 
fought for King George. They offered up to 
him their lives and their fortunes. They 
fought bravely at King’s Mountain and else- 
where, 

When the cause for which these men fought 
was overthrown at Yorktown they were forced 
to submit. They were subjugated. Like their 
descendants, they took the oath of allegiance 
tothe government they had tried to defeat. 
But they did not have anything to say then or 
thereafter about their “ lost cause,” though 
they felt in their hearts that they had been on 
the right though the losing side. They did 
not dig up the bones of any of their leaders to 
reinter them with imposing ceremonies. They 
accepted the situation and said nothing about 


+ * the late unpleasantness.”

THE ART INSTITUTE ACCIDENT. 

The oecurrence of Saturday morning at the 
Art. Institute; when'a large number of ladies 
were precipitated eight to ten feet below the 
level on which they had been standing, is 
calied “ anaccident.” If correctly designated 
it wasa singular one. A section of flooring, 
twenty by thirty feet in area, gave way under 


the weight of about a hundred and fifty peo-~- 


ple of less than the average avoirdupois. At 
least a score of the number were hurled to 
the grdund, and the others fell in upon them, 
sliding down the inclined plane. It is fort- 
unate the results were no worse than those 
reported. So far as known none of the in- 
juries were of a kind that will prove fatal, and 
few. of them were serious, under circum. 
stances. where a dozen deaths might have 
borne sad testimony to what appears to be 
careless construction. 

That the so-called accident was the result of 
carelessness admits of no doubt. The floor- 
ing, like other parts of the building, was de- 
signed especially to accommodate crowds, 
and Gf hot so constructed somebody is 
grievously at fault. It is easy enough to ex- 
plain the calamity by saying that the supports 
gave way, but that is a most unsatisfactory ex- 
planation. They ought ot to have yielded to 
the pressure. ‘They should have been of suffi- 
eient strength and such substantial bedding 
that the weight of humanity upon them would 
be safe from hdrm. If the fault Hes with the 
material, as not being strong enough, either 
from unsoundness or because the dimensions 
were too small, the contractor is to blame. and 
should be called to account. If the 
fault was one of workmanship, the break 


_ being due to carelessness or laziness in placing 


and bracing, the man charged with the gaper- 
vision of the work is responsible, and ought 
to be soheld. Itis buta pitiful * evasion to 
say that the men who performed the physical

Should- such 
atime come the order referred, to can be 
modified without difficulty. Until that time 
comes it will be observed strictly. The Coun- 
cil will have to keep its hands off, and will be 
‘unable to give any one permission to use a 
foot of the Lake-Front for any purpose, nor 
will the city be permitted to use it for other 
than park purposes. It cannot make a dump- 
ing ground of it, for instance, for that is not 
what a park is for. Judge Ewing’s order is 
wise and must be enforced. 


NO MONEY FOR MORE JUDGES. 

The following was offered at the meeting of 
the Public Service committee of the County 
Board Friday: 

Whereas, there is a bill pending in the State 
Legislature to add more Judges tothe Circuit 
and Superior Courts of Cook County, therefore 
be it resolved that the Legislature should be in- 
formed that the revenues of Cook County are not 
in condition to stand the additional expense 
which such an addition of Judges would necessi- 
tate, and that there are Judges already more than 
court-rooms could be provided for, and that it is 
the opinion of this board that said bill should 
not a law. 


The county hag no surplus revenues. It 
spends all it can raise by taxation and all that 
it gets in the shap® of court fees, which fees it 
is evident the ture will not raise. Ten 
new judges will $70,000 more yearly for 
salaries, There 
and ten clerks, alliof whom will be well paid. 
There will be need of ten new court-rooms. 
As there aré noéaccommodations in the County 
Building they will have to be rented and the 
rents will not be small. So if the Legislature 
is going to make more Judges it ought also to 
provide the County Board with the means of 
paying them and their retinue of assistants. 

If dny one could prove that with ten more 
Judges arrears of business could be dispose 


of and the dockets kept up this extra exp-use’ 


would cut no figure. The benefits to be se 
cured would be so great that the County Com- 
missioners would manage to find the money 
even if they had to pinch other branches of 
the service. But no one will give bond that 


| the situation would be altered for the better 


by the election of ten more Judges. No one

THE THOMAS MOORE MEMORIAL. 

An entertainment is to be given in one of 
the city halls this week in honor of Thomas 
Moore, the Irish poet, one of the objects of 
which is to raise the nucleus of a fund to erect 
a monument in one of the public parks of the 
city in honor of the favorite bard of Erin. The 
project seems to bea most worthy one. The 
Germans and the Scandinavians have put up 
monuments here in honor of their great men, 
Schiller, Von Humboldt, Linnawus, and 
Reuter, The large Irish population of Chica- 
go has been rather laggard in doing honor to 
its men of genius. It has seemed strange 
in fact that neither here nor in New York has 
an effort béen made to honor by monument 
or otherwise the memory of the greatest Irish- 
man intellectually—in whom Americans have 
almost an équal share—Edmund Burke, 
He espoused the cause of the colonists in the 
<risis of thé Revolution. His intervention 
hastened the acknowledgment of American 
independence. He was always loyal to his 
native land and espoused its cause in the camp 
of its enemies. It ig true that he took service 
under England, but se did Moore. It seems 
necessary only for some person to take the 
initiative to secure the erection of a monu- 
ment for Edmund Burke in Chicago. At the 
present time, however, the Moore project is 
befere the public. It deserves encourage- 
ment and hearty support. This great cosmo- 
politan city cannot have too many statues of 
the men of genius who have honored the na- 
tive countries of so large a portion of the 
city’s population.

They are 
willing to pay high rents and buy the most 
expensive articles of wearing apparel and 
jewelry, of food and drink. For these -rea- 
sons some of the mefchants who have goods 
to sell and landlords who have property to 
rent, prefer that class of customers and do 
not want to have them disturbed. But that

permanent good is accomplished by permit- 
ting those places to continue in “business,” 
since all that their habitués have to spend has 
been obtained by means which diminish the 
ability of others to buy. Perhaps the best 
way this business friendship to vice could be 
ted is to expose to the public every in- 

in which it is manifested so plainly as 

to leave no doubt in regard to the fact. The 
evil complained of would then work its own 
cure by causing the more decent kind of 
customers to patronize other establishments 
not known to cater to the bad elements of 
society. 


Tue manager of one of the largest safety 
deposit companies in this city is quoted as 
saying: “Our offices are crowded with 
customers demanding their boxes, or renting 
one for the first time, and almost all are put- 
ting in rolls of greenbacks or bags of coin.” 
This isan index to and a part of the well- 
known fact that large sums of money which 
would otherwise be deposited in the banks or 
invested in the purchase of securities are hid- 
den away in vaults by people who fear that 
banks would hot have the money for them 
when they wanted it, or might have to pay in 
dollars worth less than the gold or the green- 
backs. This shrinkage of money out of cir- 
culation and out of sight is taking place in- 
stead of the “expansion” of the currency 
that some people have been foolish enough to 
suppose would come with if not before the 
certitude of free silver coinage on the 16 to 
1 basis which is insisted on by Bland and 
his school, It explains in part the close- 
ness of money which is just now a prominent 
feature of the market, but is only a sequen- 
tial part of the same program that has been 
carried out by bankers for weeks past.

Now it is asserted thatthe total selling value 


of the eighty-one plants controlled by the 
whisky trust doe not much exceed $4,000,- 

000. Yet they have been capitalized at about 
$35,000,000, or nearly nine times the présent 
actual value, and it has been proposed to issue 
bortds on them to the extent of $8,000,000, 
or..double what they are worth. The New 
York World says that since the beginning of 
the present year there has been a decline of 
$1'7,500,000 in the selling value of the stock 
inthe whisky trust. Of course there must 
also have been a big decline in the borrowing 
value of the stock, and this fact is sufficient to 
explain the present poverty of the trust, which 
is alleged to render it necessary to issue the 
bomds spoken of. But it is no. wonder that 
those bonds are viewed askance by the men 
who have money to part with, and especially 
so now that there isa promise the combine 
will be prosecuted in the State courts. There 
is a prospect that at leastin one instance the 
way of the trust transgressor will prove to be 
a hard one, 


Tux Harvard astronomical party, which ob- 
served from near Vallenar, in Chile, the total 
solar eclipse of April 6, was favored with 
clear skies and appears to have done good 
work.

SKYSCRAPER IN NEW YORK. 


In Altitude It Will Outclass Chicago’s In- 
terdicted Office Buildings, 


New York does not appear to be among the 
large cities which discouhtenance the erection 
of high buildings. At any rate an office build- 
ing is now in course of construction at Nos. 
64 to 66 Broadway which in the matter of 
height at least will outclass any of the Chica- 
go skyscrapers. It is building for the Man- 
hattan Life Insurance company and was 

lanned by Kimball & Thomson. It has a 
ntage of sixty-seven feet on Broadway and 
ranges in depth from 119 to 125 feet. 

The building propér is to be sixteen stories 
high on the Broadway front and seventeen 

tories high on New street. It will havea 
ight of 242 feet from the Broadway side- 
walk to the top of. the main roof and a height 
of 253 feet on New street. Rising from the 
main roof on the Broadway front will bea 
tower, tefminating in a dome form, increas- 
ing the height of the building from the Broad- 
way sidewalk to the foot of the flagstaff to 
347%¢ feet. The distance from the base of the 
foundations +o the top of the dome will be 408 
feet. In other words, the tobal height will be 
sixty-one feet greater than that of Trinity 
Church steeple, and the structure will be con- 
a among the tall buildings of the 
world, Ame 

The style of the Broadway and New street 
fronts will be the Italian Renaissance, richly 
ornamented, The special features of the 
Broadway front will be the arched doorway 
extending through two stories, with the re- 
cessed vestibule, also of stone, extending back 
into the building thirteen feet, the sides and 
ceiling being richly ornament The span- 
drels of the arch outside are to have car- 
touches on which will be inscribed the date of 
the foundation of the company and erection 
of the building, together with the seal of the 
company. This part of the building will be 
the richest in ornamentation and detail. The 
other special features will be the sixth and 

seventh stories, intended to emphasize the lo- 
cation of the company’s offices, which will be 
specially marked by the recessed arcade and 
the projecting balcony. The officers’ rooms 
look out on the baleony on the sixth story and 
the directors’ room on the seventh story. At 
the level of the fourteenth story the front is 
retired from the front line of the building for 
the width of the centtal portion, and is carried 
back to the face of the tower, which stands 
back from the front seven and one-half feet. 

On the sixth floor is a ——— rotunda, two 
stories in height, with a domed ceiling richly 
decorated in relief. This rotunda is designed 
for the public entrance to the company’s of- 
fices. Thetower and dome are arranged for 
the dining-rooms of the company, the first 
floor being-for the clerks, and’the second for 
the officers’ dining-rooms, Above the dining- 
rooms in the dome proper.there will be rooms 
for other purposes, all of which will be reached 
whan electric elevator from the seventeenth 

ry. 

Attention has been paid throughout to the 
fireproof qualities of the building. There will 
be no metal work exposed to the action of 
fire, all being covered with fireproof materials. 
All the staircases above the first story wil] be 
of marble and iron and all the fioors of 
halls and corridors. will be laiti in mosaic.

BECAUSE JUSTICE IS TOO EXPENSIVE. 


Action of the County Board on the Bill for 


More Judges Denounced. 
The following communication received at 
Tue Tarsune office explains itself: 

Cureaeo, May 19.—{Editor of The Tribune. ]}— 
The County Commissioners have resolved that 
there shall be no more Judges in Cook County be- 
cause they have nomoney to pay them. This 
is certainly lofty ground to take in 
this matter. That justice is denied thou- 
sands of suitors in the courts is undeniable. 
These gentlemen propose no remedy and say 
there shall be none because of the cost. These 
same Commissioners recently decided that trial by 
jury as it has heretofore existed and as it is 
guaranteed by the Constitution of this State and 
of the United States should be abolished and a 
ury of six men established in its stead because a 
ury of twelve was too expensive. If those dis- 
tinguished gentlemen can so easily overturn the 
Constitution and abolish trial by jury, which for 
a thousand years has been the bulwark 
of liberty, they may no doubt with equal propri- 
ety deny justice to the suffering poor of this coun- 
ty who have good cases but are denied a remedy. 
hese gentlemen are now erect a criminal 
court building with seven criminal court-rooms 
in it. Twenty years ago one criminal court-room 
was sufficient and a building was erected with 
such arroom. This, having proved totally inade- 
quate, has been torn down and one is now being 
erected as above stated. There are now twenty 
Judges in this county, of which number three are 
in the Appellate Court all the time. When the 
new criminal court pes arene | is completed and 
has its seven Judges taken from the seventeen, 
there will be ten Judges to do the busines 
of 1,600,000 persons who are not criminals. 
There were in round numbers 2,500 indictments 
in this county in 1892, while over 19,000 civil 
suits were commenced during the same year. 
Have the honest people of this county no claims 
upon the honorable County Commissioners? 
Shall they have but ten Judges to try 19,000 
cases, while 2,500 indicted rsons have seven 
Judges and a fine new Court-House at their dis- 
posal lest they go too long without a hearing? 
Elaborate and costly preparation _in- 
volvi the building of a new  Crim- 
inal Court-Hotse is gone to in order 
that indicted persons. may have their cases 
heard within three months. Honest people no 
matter how grievous their wrongs cannot have 
their cases heard within three years. The widow 
with a lot of small children whose husband has 
been killed by the gross negligenc?® of some one 
commences her case to recover damages for his 
death. As things are now her case cannot be 
heard a first time for three years. The man who 
killed her husband if indicted for the act can be 
tried within three months. What shall the widow 
and children do during the three years before 
her case comes up the first time? 
Hundreds of them have duri the 
last winter been told by the public authorities 
when they applied for charity t the person 
who did the wrong must support them, and have 
been turned away emp anded. Others have 
obtained small relief which they would not have 
needed if they had been able to obtain justice in 
the courts. The amount paid out in charities to 
persons with good cases which cannot be heard 
would go far towards ing the salaries of the 
additional Judges. It is a fundamental principle 
of civilized government that people shall be af- 
afforded speed ress for grievances in 
the . courts. his right is gpencentons by 
the Constitution. It is totally denied the 
ple of this county. Those same people are 
etermined that this condition of things shall 
not go on much longer. The idea of justice be- 
ing too expensive a commodity to be furnished by 
a civilized government to its citizens is some- 
thing too monstrous to be discussed. The public 
officials who for any reason seek to perpetuate 
the present scandalous condition of affairs in the 
civil courts of this county will, if they ever 
again present themselves as candidates for popu- 
lar suffrage, find out that the outraged citizens of 

this community understand the question.

Just under this valve is a 
brass air slide, covering two air channels, 
which is controlled by a centrifugal governor 
within the fly wheel. The exhaust valve of 
the ordinary poppet type is placed on the side 
of the cylinder near the rear, and is held 
against its seat by a spring. It is opened from 
a carn on the shaft of a two to one -~ ing,thus 
opening the valve at every second revolution 
of the crank, 


Time Valve Dispensed With. 


The igniti is effected by means of a 
tube, heated by a Bunson flame. The ignit- 
ing device differs from others, inasmuch as 
the — value is entirely d with. 
Thus all the annoyance of sticking valves is 
got rid of. The ing device is also note- 
worthy for its simplicity. Heretofore some 
difficulty has been experienced in starting, 
sinall auxiliary engines found neces- 
sary in some cases. In the Charter engine 
a self-starter is used, consisting of a hand 
pump for forcing the charge of a car- 
bureted mixture of air and gasoline into 
the cylinder, and a hand detonator for ex- 
ploding the charge after it has n intro- 

uced. One minute is said to be usually 
sufficient for starting. 

The gasoline is pumped from a tank be- 
low the level of the engine and outside the 
building into a reservoir holding less than a 
pint. Any excess returns to the tank through 
an ®verflow pipe. The vapor is mingléd with 
the air without any carbureting device, The 
proportion of air to gas is about twelve 
volumes to one. In one of the two air 
tubes is a small nozzle leading upward 
from the reservoir, and when the port above 
this valve is opened, which is on every sec- 
ond to every sixth revolution, according to 
the load on the engine, an explosive charge 
is taken in. 

John Charter conceived the principal ideas 
of this engine twenty years ago, but eould not 
make it a practical success. So he gave his 
son, J. A. Charter, a thorough education, then 
sent him abroad to mages | engineering and gas 
engines fora couple of years. The young 
man returned two years ago and in a few 
months hit upon what his father had sought 
for yearsin vain. Improvements were rapid- 
ly made and the ultimate result was patented 
last June as the Charter engine.

Weird Scenes at the Cremation ef a Majave 
Indian Chief. 

San Francisco Examiner: Dan Murphy, 
who owns the greater part of all that is val- 
uable in the Town of Needles, is at the Grand.’ 

“ A short time ago,” he said last night, as 
he leaned over the counter and pulled his big 
soft hat thoughtfully over his eyes, “‘ I took 
part in one of the strangest funeral ceremo- 
hies that was ever seen in the West. The 
corpse was that of Capt. Joe, the old Chief of 
the Mojaves, and who was one of the best 
known Indians of the West. Joe was one of 
my friends for years, and while just a plain 
everyday sort of a buck in life he ,was some- 
thing of a philosopher and an all-round 
good fellow’ in his way, although he was in- 
clined to drink a little too much when he 
could get it. 

‘* A couple of years ago Joe came to me 
and in one of his bursts of confidence told me 
that,as he was growing old and he realized 
that his strength was failing, he had decided 
to prepare for death. He told his rela- 
tives, he said, that when he died he wanted 
me to take charge of the body and give him 
the best send-off I could. e wanted the 
thing done Ser regular Indian style, but he 
wanted it to be about the finest thing of the 
kind that could be arranged. 

*** Me heap big Injun, Dan,”’ he none. 
‘ Heap hoss, heap cow, heap sheep. Byum-by 
die. You fix um.’ 

‘*T promised todo the best I could, and 
thought no more about it for a long time. 
One night, however, some weeks ago, I was 
aroused from a deep sieep bya noise in my 
room, and when Il awoke discovered a 
number of bucks and squaws _ standin ng

tin lantern, such as our thers used, 
with holes punched in it to let the light shine 
through from a tallow candle that burned 
dimly inside. -They told me that the chief 
was dead and that they had come as requested 
to have me arrange for the funeral. They 
were bent on having it take place at once, 
but I persuaded them to wait till morning. 

‘On the following day we buried ri pt. 
Joe on the banks of the Colorado about 
two miles from town. The Indians eime 
for miles end - gaaiyared by hundreds to see 
their chief sta on his long journey to the 
happy hunting grounds. Bundles of mes- 
quite wood were brought by willing hands,~ 
and when they had been formed into an enor- 
mous heap the body of Joe was placed on the 
top and a match applied at the bottom. As 
the flames caught dry wood and licked 
their way upward the Indians formed a great 
circle about the funeral pyre, and with the 
most fantastic gyrations of the body wailed a 
a funeral dirge so weird that I actually felt 
the cold chills.chase each other up my spinal 
column. This continued for’ hours, but at 
last the pyre burned out and the y was re- 
duced to ashes. These they covered with a 
heap. of dirt and then the feast began. 

“Nine horses, six cows, and seven ‘sheep 
were slaughtered in quick order, and while 
the flesh was still quivering they cut the car- 
casses into huge sections and threw them into 
steaming pots that hung over great fires, built 
in pits dug for that purpose.

Perhaps the very best sign in the local 
situation is the improvementin the commercial 
paper market. For a time commercial paper has 
been practically unsalable. Small sales began 
again, however, two or three days ago, and the 
improvement in that quarter is rapid.

executive term of Gen. Geffard—next to 
Boyer the most enlightened President the 
country has had since its independence—and 
it but too plainly proves that the fetich wor- 
ship of the Central African jungle has not 
been forgotten by the descendants of early 
slave immigrants to Hayti. 


To Improve His Luck. 


A couple of miles west of Port au Prince 
lies the Village of Bizoton, in which there lived 
a man named Congo Pelle. He had been for 
bogs alazy longshoreman, but one day an 

déa occurred to him of a way to improve his 
“Iuck.”” His mother had been a Mamaloi or 
voudoo priestess, and his sister Jeane was a 
rising leader in the order. He talked the mat- 
ter over with Jeane, and between them it was 
settled that about the new year he should offer 
some fitting sacrifice to the holy serpent. Two 
Papaiois, Julian Nicolas and Floreal Appol- 
lon, were called in, and it was decided that he 
must offera female child. The lot fell upon 
Claircine, a little niece of Congo and Jeane. 
It appears that human sacrifices are offered 
only at Easter, Christmas, New Year’s Eve, 
and more particularly on the Twelfth Night 
or Les Fétes des Rois, 

Dec, 27 Jeane invited her sister, the mother 
of Claircine, to accompany her to Port au 
Prince, and the child, a girl of 12, was thus 
left alone with Congo. Immediate advantage 
was taken of the mother’s absence and Clair- 
cine was conducted to the house of Julien, one 
of the Papalois, and thence to the resi- 
dence of Floreal,the other, where she was 
bound and hidden under the altar in a neigh- 
bo Humfur. 

In afternoon when the mother returned 


Then Jeane, the Mamaloi, piteously ap- 
pealed for mercy, saying she had only done 
what her mother had taught her as the relig- 
ion of her ancestors. ; 

They were all found guilty of sorcery, tort- 
ure, and murder and taken out and shot. But 
this is the last instance in Haytian etony of 
any of the order being punished for 
crimes. And today President Hippolyte in- 
stead of attempting to discourage the dances 
takes part in them, and maintains the Papa- 
lois from the national treasury as a kind of 
secret police or as political under-heelers.

It. is not astonishing to one who has studied 
carefully the history of Hayti that fetich wor- 
ship continues to flourish in the country. 

e negroes imported here from the west 
coast of Africa naturally brought their religion 
with them—a st e mixture of East Indian 
serpent worship, Mohammedanism and idol- 
atry. Finding numerous here the large, harm- 
less Haytian serpent, they welcomed it as their 
God, who should eventually deliver them from 
slavery and the cruelties of their French 
masters. 

St. Mery tells us that the French regarded 
the voudoos as a political organization, and 
Haytians say their great revolutionary leader, 
Toussaint Ouverture, was Archpapaloi of the 
order when the war of independence com- 
menced. 


WATCHING THE FOREIGNERS RIDE. 


Different Samples of Horsemanship to Be 
Seen on Chicago Boulevards These Days. 
A display of high order horsemanship of 

various nationalities to be seen just now along 
the prominent thoroughfares—and particu- 
larly the main roadways between the city’s 
business center and Jackson Park—is one of 
the especially interesting and instructive feat- 
ures accompanying the Fair. Every nation 
which rides in the saddle has its own system, 
and undoubtedly for that nation its own 
bridles, saddles, bits, and seats are the best in 
the world. Saddles are almost as various in 
form and structure as the races of men who 
use horses, and so are styles of riding, and the 
man who dogmatizes about his own saddle 
and style runs the risk of being brought to 
shame. 

Nothing, for instance, can differ more 
from a cowboy’s suit and saddle than a Cos- 
sack’s or Turcoman’s. The cowboy sits 
straight-legged on his fork in whut is called 
“tongs on the wall” fashion, in a high- 
peaked saddle, with his toes stuck out. The 
Cossack or Turcoman sits as flat as if he were 
in a chair, his legsforminga right angle at the 
knee and his feet exactly parallel with the 
horse’s side. Ali three are superb riders, 
whether it be for sticking on, or getting over 
rough ground, or making long marches, or 
fighti or running away. If you argued 
with a Turcoman that he ought not to wit in a 
flat saddle with such short stirrups, he would 
not laugh, for that isn’t his way, but he 
would inwardly set you down as an 
idiot, besides being an infidel. There is also 
much nonsense latent about the propriety or 
impropriety of rising or “bobbing up and 
down” in the saddle duri the trot when 
making a journey, If an English saddle is 
used it is simply cruelty to the animal not to 
rise in trotting on a long ride, especially in 
the case of a vy weight.

' ‘Of the great number of pérsons in this 
country who are accustomed to eat dinners a 
ll number know how to give them prop- 

ly. Dinner-giving isan art which may be 
acquired only after years of study and 
practice. The best way to put yourself on a 
footing of social intimacy with your friend 
is to invite him to a dinner at your house. 
Naturally if the dinner is a poor one your 
guest will be inclined to take away with him 
a feeling of dissatisfaction, if not of disgust. 
A knowledge, therefore, of how to 
give 4 first-class .- dinner, from 
soup to walnuts, including the  cor- 
rect way to serve the various viands, what 
kind of wines to provide, and the exact stage 
when they should be brought on, should be a 
part of every man’s liberal education. Mr. 
Ward McAllister has studied dinner-giving for 


the last forty years. He isa firm believer, as 


is everybody of good temper and digestion, in 
the maxim that ‘“ the way to a man’s heart is 
through his stomach.” He, holds that if 
every man paid proper attention to his feed- 


‘ing and employed a Frénch chef there would | 


be no crime or trouble on this earth. 

“In givinga dinner,” said Mr. McAllister, 
“your first thought should be to seek good 
material for it. The best talent cannot con- 
vert inferior articles of food into dishes of ex- 
cellence. True, it may do much toward ac- 
complishing this, but a good gourmet always 
sees the deception practiced. When you pro- 
vide a first-class artist with the very best 
material he, of course, sees at once that you 
expect of him a superlative effort for that 
particular occasion, and he will make it, 
so that you and your guests will ap- 
preciate his pains, and he  himeelf 
will feel gratified at his success. 
You then have the satisfaction of knowing that 
you have accomplished that which ninety-nine 
out of every hundred fail in—namely: in giv- 
ing an exceptionally fine dinner to a number 
of your friends, making each individual guest 
a happier, more complacent and self-satisfied 
man on leaving your house than he was when 
he entered. No headache or heartaché will 
result: but instead a quiet feeling of calm en- 
joyment, demonstrating to himself and to 
you that there is much left in this world to 
live for. 

Cook Makes an Effort. 

“It isa mistake to think that a cook can 
cook a dinner every day. There are occasions 
when he is at his best, and others when he 
seems to have lost the necessaty inspiration, 
when his work is inferior, A chef in a private 
family jogs on in the even tenor of his way, 
giving you fair, average cooking, but when he 
is called upon for a diner privé, that, to him, 
is another question. He feels that he will be 
criticised by clever people understandingly, 
and must needs sustain his reputation. Ac- 
cordingly, he goes to work, seriously and in 
earnest, to display the talent and knowledge 
of which he is possessed, If there is anything 
in the man it will now come to the surface. 

** Your first step in gi ing a 
to interview your chef. You should arouse 
his enthusiasm to the fever point by working 
on his ambition and vanity. Give him to 
understand that your guests will be persons 
of unusual discrimination, and instill into 
him the idea that this particular dinner will 

ive him fame and lead to fortune. Your 

contention will be over the soup. As 
your dinner is to be fino fino, asthe Spaniards 
say, you should ask for a tortue claire as your 
soup and terrapin as # ge fish. Intholy horror 
your chef-will raise his hands and exclaim : 

‘** Mon Dieu! monsieur, what is terrapin 
but fish? Two fish courses in stccession! 
Jamais, j is.’ 

** But do not let him unnerve you. He is 
right in a certain sense. But though turtle 
and terrapin are undoubtedly shelifish, the 
terrapin is so differently treated in the cook- 
ing that you may stretch a point and intro- 
duce it as the fish course. Served as it is in 
Philadelphia, in Philadelphia style, prepared 
with fresh butter and cream, it becomes an 
entree, just as much as Maquereau A la créme. 
At nearly all of the small fine dinnérs of 
eight or twelve persons terrapin is substituted 
for fish. It is so expensive that New-Yorkers 
delight in it. Wealthy persons in other cities 
would like it for the same reason. Tortue 
claire, substituted for the green turtle soup 
which our grandfathers indulged in, is an ad- 
vance in the science of cooking which we owe 
to the French cuisine. 


Fit for the Gods, 


“The most difficult dish to select in the 
whole dinner is the petit bouche (small 
mouthful), for it must be delicate and not in 
any sense too satisfying or cloying to the ap- 

tite, something to be played with and tasted. 

fith but one exception it has to be made 
with chicken. This exception is when you 
give mousse au jambon, a species of souffiet 
of ham. When you use a Todd Virginia ham 
for it you get a dish fit for the gods. It is at- 
tractive to the eye, and, if well made, at once 
establishes the reputation of the artiste, satis- 
fies the guests that they are in able hands, and 
allays their fears for their dinner. 

‘* If there are eighteen or more guests terra- 
So is rarely given as a fish course. If the 

inner is given in spring Kennebec salmon 
with white sauce and a salad of hot- 
house tomatoes take its place. But even then 
salmon is too satisfying, not sufficiently deli- 
cate for a very fine dinner. 

** One’s aim in givinga dinner should be 


to provide dishes that youdo not find at other 


houses as a novelty in dinner-giving. Filet of 
king fish au gratin with fresh mushrooms is a 
delicate morsel which, I find, is always appre- 
ciated. In winter striped bass may be sub- 
stituted for king fish. The piece de resistance 
of the dinner in the spring should, in my opin- 
jon, be alwaysa saddle or , wag of true 
Southdown, such as one gets the country 
only or the Island of Newport. This dish is 
intended, as its name indicates, to be the sub- 
stantial, satisfying dish of the dinner. Green 
peas and potatoes in one of those extraordi- 
nary and fantastic sha that Frenchmen 
alone can devise should be served with it. 

“ You now have a choice of entrees. As you 
have not used terrapin for your fish course 
you can give it as an entree, Philadelphia 
style. That is, corragy stew, made with fresh 
butter and cream and Madeira wint. Some 
prefer to leave out the cream. Madeira 
must be a good, full-flavored, rich Madeira, 
not of the rain-water species. .OF you can 
have an entree of sweet breads with truffles 
and a little quernelle de volaille, the only way 
to cook sweetbreads. That is, riz de veau 
sauce, perigueux, then giving asparagus with 
a Hollandaise sauce as a hot-vegetable entree. 
This should be followed with an Aspic de fois 
gras en Beelevue (or, in other words, jelly) as 
your cold entree. Then you should give a 
sorbet a la Truscan, flavored wi shino, 


being careful that it is not too sweet. 


Snipe Nestled in Water-Cresses. 


* After this, have a roast of fat spring snipe, 
nestled in water-cresses witha vegetable salad, 
having as your dessert a Nesselrode poudin 
( ing) made of rich cream, with plenty o 
chestnuts, and you have an excellent dinner 
for twelve or eighteen persons. One en- 
tree is quite sufficient. If you give terrapin 
as an entree, riz de veau is superfiuous.

ZULUS WOULD BE PLEASED WITH IT. 


A South Dakotan Tells of the Peculiar 
Pop Ball anff Its Use. 

“ There’s a famous product of the prairies 
of the Dakotas that should be shown in Chi- 
cago this summer for the special benefit of 
the Zulus, Turks, etc., now here,’? remarked 
a South Dakotan toa party of friends at the 
Palmer.

‘*'When the terrific northwest winds blow 
late in the: fall the pop-balls become de- 
tached from the stalk and roll for miles over 
the prairies. until they reach uneven country 
or other obstructions, wheré they accumulate 
and pile up like high houses of show. Be- 
hind these banks of weeds the wild buffalo 
found shelter in midwinter from the fierce 
blizzards. If the pop-weed ball comes forci- 
bly in contact with any hard object while 
rolling it explodes with a _ tremend- 

a cloud of fine powder 
through the air, and 
sharp, fine needles are 

thrown out in every direction. These needles 
are the seeds of the pop-weed and are what 
produce the mischief with'stock, for they are 
very penetrating. A ‘critter’ will run from 
a rolling pop-weed like a jack-rabbit from a 
coyote. 

** The Indians tell stra and interesting 
stories about the weed. It is said that the 
young braves of the¢ribe, for discipline and 
to prepare themselves to endure t torture, 
would fight with these pop-balis “as school- 
boys do with snowballs. “The battle of the 
pop-weed”’ is held once a year, and is wit- 
nessed by the whole tribe with great pomp 
and parade. To the young braves the occa- 
sion is what the Fourth of July is to the 
white American youth, There are the noise 
and smoke of battle to perfection, and the 
fine, sharp needles cause intefse pain. The 
greatest exhibitions of bravery are rewarded

But “ The Sportsman "’ is genuinely amusing 
as a farce, not of character but of incident. 
It is adapted by William Lestocq, the author 
of * Jane,” from the French of George Fay- 
dean. Messrs. Joseph Holland and M. A. 
Kennedy carry the burden of the work, and 
divide honors in furnishing the entertain- 
ment, Comical acting is to the former @ 
serious duty; and his extreme earnestness, 
contrasted with ridiculous situations in which 
he finds himself, excites the sense of the in- 
congruous toa pleasurable degree.Mr. Holland 
puts his entire striking individuality into his 
acting and supplements it with his full force 
of will. Youngest member as heis of a dis- 
tinguished theatrical family, he promises to 
surpass the achievements both of his father 
and his brothers. — 

Mr. Kennedy indulges in certain eccentrici- 
ties of manner which are atoned for by his 
unctuqus relish of the absurd complications in 
which he finds himself. There is a Falstaffian 
enjoyment of life in all his impersonations 


which flatters and pleases the crowd. A young [ 


actor whose cris intent for comedy 
has been befogre shown in Charles Froh- 
man’s Bc del is Charlies Abbe; 
but his opportunities are somewhat restricted 
in *' The Sportaman.”’ The feminine interest 
in the piece is exceedingly small. While 
“The Sportsman,” like all farces of French 
origin. is risky in plot, it is never coarse or 
otfensive, and its supreme absurdity prevents 
any one who has a sense of humor from tak- 
ing it too seriously.

Two of the three plays given by the Daly

Of the last one can say only what has been 
said for years. of the many plays which Mr. 
Daly has borrowed from Germany. ‘“ The 
Last Word’’. does not remain in memory 
more than two hours after it has been 
witnessed, The personages from the 
Secretary d to the servants 
are not Ameri in color and do not bear 
even the faintest resemblance to American 
characters. The audience does not care 
whether the insipid lovers of the story ever 
come together in marital happiness or drift 
apart as far asunder as the poles. One char- 
acter alone is interesting, that of the Russian 
.Countess so sumptuousiy impersonated by 
Miss Ada Rehan. What if the actress some- 
times forgets her delicious foreign accent, 
she is never anything but womanly 
—never anything but charming in her 
impulsive and winning ingenuousness. 
She is as capable of pathos as of infectious 
gayety. The sentimental recital toward the 
end of the play is one of those tricks on the 
part of the author, as when Charles Dickens 
chooses to sacrifice in lamb-like fashion a 
child. The novelist attains his effect even 
though the reader resents it; even so Miss 
Rehan’s art is triumphant, though the pathos 
(apart from the actress) impresses the audi- 
tor as both superfluous and impertinent.

“The Belle’s Stratagem ” has not been done 
so charmingly in Chicago as it was last week 
since Mr. Irving and his associates did it at 
the Columbia some six or seven years ago.

Judging from the unanimity of good opinion 
expressed by Paris critics of the work of Ferdinand 
Roybet in the salon of the Champs Elysees this year 
this painter will receive the medal of honor, the 
highest distinction an artist can receive from the 
hands of the Society of French Artists. Roybet 
is represented there by two works, a large canvas 
upon which he has depicted Charles le Temeraire 
penetrating with his troops into the Church of 
Nesles and causing to be massacred a 
crowd of men, women, and children, to avenge 
the death of his brother, the Duke of Guyenne. 
The work for which he receives the greatest 
praise, however, is his “ Propos Galants,”’ which 
shows a bravo leaning over a table parleying 
yith a woman who is plucking a fowl. The color 

execution of this painting have received the 
extravagant praise, One critic says that it 
is finer than the best Frans Hals ever painted 
and a work which will remain forever cele- 
brated.

Mr. John E. Irwin has moved his collection 
of paintings from the rooms which he occupied 
in the Lexington Hotel to the Brewster galleries 
at No. 1250 Michigan avenue. In addition to the 
works of Clande Lorraine, Joshua Reynolds, Con- 
stable, Rousseau, Corot, Dupré, Isabey, and other 
famous artists, which it already contained, there 
have been added six important works which have 
not been exhibited in Chicago before. By Salva- 
tor Rosa there is a large landscape full of rich col- 
oring, and showing a small figure of Magdalen 
reading and a cherub floating in the 
air near her. The landscape is painted in 


‘a vigorous and masterly style. This picture 


was fora long time the property of H. B. Durand, 
the New York artist, Another picture of Magda- 
len is that by the Spanish painter Osorio, and is 
called “ The Magdalen of the Skull.” It shows 
some fine painting. of candle-light effect. Fran- 
cisco Osorio Meneseo was a pupil of Murillo. A 
picture, which also formerly belonged to Durand, 
is a “Scene Near Rome” by Rosa de Tivoli, a 
large landseape full of rich coloring. Be- 
sides these is a portrait of an 
old woman attributed to Ferdinand Bol; 
acopy of Wilkie’s “Rent Day” by Alexander 
Frazer, who for twenty years was Wilkie’s assist- 
ant and painted the still life accessories in most 
of his most celebrated paintings; and a painting 
by Backhausen showing a féte-day in a Dutch 
town. The last-named work is a highly-finished 
painting and crowds of figures, seen abeut the 
public houses on either side of a canal and in 
boats, are painted with careful attention to 
every detail of feature and dress.
